As a reader 
of the press, I have failed to see any real 
solution suggested, even by so good Aa 
purveyor of remedial legislation as Mr 
Rrvan. This is not a political problem 
It is economical, and no place for the or 
dinary politician of the garden variety 
now blooming so luxuriously th our pub- 
lie life There are a few things the lay 
man might ask, such as: Is it wise to ex 
clude our transportation officials from 
helping us work out a solution? Have we 
etill the idea they are too dishonest to be 
patriotic like our holy politicians? 

The recent act returning the railroads 
is considered a good compromise 
plan. Whether or not it is successful de- 
pends entirely on the’ Interstate Com 
merce Commission. This commission has 
the authority; has it the ability and the 
knowledge of transportation”

The appropriation last week hb)

the rates, which are as follows 

1. Extension of existing rates 
and from St. Louis and the State 
Louisiana to Illinois, Indiana, Ohio 
Michigan Wisconsin the eastern 
portions of Minnesota and lowa, the 
western portions of Kentucky and 
Tennessee and the south half of 
Missour! The rates would enable 
shippers in the states named to ex- 
change first-class freight with the 
State of Louisiana ata rate of 22%, 
cents per 100 pounds under the pres- 
ent rate for an all-rail shipment.

FOUR GO TO JOHNSON,

In Kansas City Case Involv- 
ing Two Missouri Seats, 
Both Factions Were Re- 
jected Entirely.

CHICAGO, June 5.—Delegate con- 


teats which have furnished spectacu- 
lar features of the pre-convention 
period were finished tonight by the 
Republican National Committee with 
decided advantage to Gov. Lowden. 

Although on actual instructions of 
the 187 contested delegates Wood 
received 12 and Gov. Lowden seven, 
with 116 uninstructed, the reported 
leanings of the disputed delegates 
favor the Illinois Governor. 

The committee in two 
contests refused to seat 
gates. 

All of the 11 district delegates 
from Virginia aligned with the Slemp 
faction were seated, The committee 
rejected pleas of negro contestants 
for seats and also decided separate 
anti-organization contests in the 
Third and Eighth districts in favor 
of the Slemp faction.

You call my attention 
to matters that I presented 
to the present Congress in 
a special message delivered 
at a jotnt session of the 
two houses on Aug. 8, 1919. In 
nine months this Congress has, 
however, taken no important 
| remedial action with respect to 
the problem of the cost of living 
on the linea indicated In that 
addréss or on any other line.

| Not only has the present Con- 


grees failed to deal directly with 
the cost of living, but it has 
failed even to give serious con- 
sideration to the urgent appeal, 
oft repeated by me and by the 
Secretaries of the Treasury, to 
revise the tax laws which § in 
their present form are indirectly 
responsible in part for the high 
cost of living. The protracted 
delay in dealing with the prob- 
lem of the railroads, the prob- 
lem of the Government-owned 
merchant marine, and other sim- 
ilar urgent matters has resulted 
in unneceseary burdens upon the 
public treasury, and ultimately 
in legislation so unsatisfactory 
that [ could accept it, if at all, 
only because I despaired of any- 
thing better. The present Con- 
gress has not only prevented the 
conclusion of peace in Europe, 
but has failed to present any 
constructive plan for dealing 
with the deplorable conditions 
there, the continuance of which 
can only reflect upon us.

Br-r+! It was cold—colder than St. Louis ever seems, The wind was 
blowing across China, through the Yang Tse Valley, direct from Siberia. 
Nothing to stop it on the way. The same Yang Tse Valley supplies all 
the nice yellow mud which the river carries down to the Pacific, forming 


the Yellow Sea. . 


Half of our passengers left the ship at Shanghai. They had friends wait- 
ing at the dock, the girls wearing the most gorgeous furs I ever saw. 
We strolled through the gates and sauntered on up-to the Astor Hotel, 
followed by a mob of yelling rickshaw boys and beggars filthy 
description. Very few of these Chinks wear pigtails. Most that I saw 
had their hair sawed off, about six or eight inches long, and lank. Their 
clothes were—well, anything they could find; some so tattered it was a 
marvel how they could get into them. Nearly all were barefoot or with 


light grass sandals on. , 

At the Astor we called on Mr. Graham Barrow, author, 
actor, teacher, priest and ex-amateur lightweight cham- 
pion of England, to whom we hada note. He has a fine 
apartment which he shares with a young parson—waited 
on by a Chinese boy. I'd like to have one just like him. 

“Boy—a drink,” was all you heard, and the boy mixed 
a cocktail called a “Pink Lady,” which was worth the 
whole trip East. \ 

“Boy—a drink!” Oh, boy! 

Soo Chow Creek to me was far the best, with its junks 
and sampans and straining coolies. I just sketch — 
all day now. There are all kinds—fine, polished teakwo 
affairs; big houseboats and lowly cheap things, with sack 
sails patched with cobweb. The sampans are quite gaudy, 
and look like big wooden shoes, or very brightly colored 
gondolas, with blue, red and green paint, yellow mats and 
a staring eye at the bow. All junks have an eye painted 

on each side of the bow. “No can see, no can go.” 
unks, barges and sampans, with all their life going 
on board! é 

There seems nothing concealed in the home lifé of a 
Chinaman. They cook, eat, drink, gamble, have a colic 
and die out in the open—everything but wash. I did see 
one washing his feet. 

On the road we passed rickshaws, horses and wheelbar- 
rows. In the fields we saw graves, and coffins waiting 
: for burial. By the time we 
returned to the hotel I was 
lightheaded with chills and 
fever, and a throat that felt 
as though it had been cut. 
I went up to Graham Bar- 
row's room and a doctor 
was sent for—tonsilitis. He 
burned a flock of spots out 
of my throat with 
nitrate of silver, and 
| lay down and went 
to sleep. 
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On Saturday we reached the Yellow Sea, an expanse of 
bright yellow , through which we wallowed all day. 
By evening we had passed a thousand*picturesque junks. 

By morning we were running up the Yang Tse Kiang with 
the strong tide, and turned into the Yang Poo, up which we 
crawled for a dozen miles and made a good landing right up

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“Il woke up at tea time, From then on until 7 
people would drop in for a smoke, a chat and a 
dish of tea. Some Americans—lots of English. 
George and I can’t take a drink now without 
saying “Cheerio,” or “Ra-aather, what?” 

Well, there was a Pink Lady cocktail, forti- 
fied with a dash of brandy, that restored me, 
and I felt well enough te totter with the rest to 
the Carlton, Shanghai's classisest dancing place. 
A fine floor, good music and a corking dinner 
for 12, which cost $70, gold. 

By midnight I went back to the ship. One of the girls and the aunt of 
another came with me. I had’borrowed a dollar from George, which I gave 
to the coolies at the dock, and we three started for the ship. Wow! Our 
three rickshaw boys came screaming after us, and about 50 others shoving 
at us with their filthy hands, jabbering in 60 dialects and generally raising 
hob. Personally, I felt so woozy.that it all seemed kind of dreamy [ just 
stood and wondered what it was all about. The girl, however, fixed it 
up. George had given me a lead dollar—she gave them a good one. 


On the dock side next morning, fakirs, jugglers and beggars swarmed. ~ 


Most of the jugglers were mere kids. Cake and sweetmeat venders jostled 
about, and a trained-rat man, carved wood and ivory dealers, and money 
changers, clamored just across the bridge, where a barber had set up busi- 
ness, and a shoe mender. And all about were scores of ragged urchins 
all of them laughing and having a good time. [I like China, what little

URIOUS facts have always stood first 
among things beguiling. Here is a 
curious fact about curious facts: 
Merchants, clerical workers, sales- 
men and other people attached to the 
army of commerce are accustomed to 
find their marvels in reports of the 
latest profundities of science, in travelers’ stories 
set far in the outlands, in the fantasies of fiction- 
ists, when some of the most curious facts to be 
told are found in the business of running a store, 


of selling shoes, of dressing show windows. This 
is the most striking oddity to be found in a re- 
cent collection of oddities, an ultra-modern trea- 
tise on the subtleties of commerce, “Human Nature 
in Business,” by Fred C. Kelly (G. Putnam & Sons). 
The ancient thesis is upheld, that the most unheard-of 
things are to be found at home. . 

Restaurant men know that appetites are not the same 
on a dark, gloomy day as on a day that is bright and 
cheerful. The surprising thing is that people eat 
most on the day that is dark and dismal. On a cloudy 
day people just sit and eat. 

Dentists know that people are slow to make and

quick to break appointments on cloudy days. A cloudy 
day is depressing and patients lack the nerve to face 
the ordeal. 

But bad weather helps the physicians. Lowered 
spirits make people think they need the doctor. 

Rainy days boost the mail order business. Because 
country people, obliged to remain indoors, drive away 
dull care by reading mail order catalogues. 

Department store business is seriously"hurt by rain 
in the forenoon, but rain in the early afternoon is a 
great help. Women refrain from starting on shopping 
tours in the first instance, in the second they are com- 
pelled to remain im the store, and they shop some 
more. 

Most lines of business, however, bloom with sun- 
shine. Architects, for instance, find that few people 
come in on gloomy days. It takes sunshine to fire the 
owner of a piece of ground with visions of a beautiful 
house standing thereon. 


Still, a rainy June is highly profitable to a big awn- : 


ing concern, because of the extra number of awnings 
that must be erected for June weddings. 

On the morning of Tuesday, April 3, 1917, men 
smoked more cigars than usual. The day was a rec- 
ord breaker for cigar sales all over the country. This 
was all the more surprising, because Tuesday ordinarily 
is the dullest day in the week for cigar sales. Men 
stock up Saturday for o¥er Sunday, and replenish their 
stock again on Monday morning. This usually carries 
them over Tuesday. On Tuesday, April 3, 1917, more 
cigars were sold in New York City than on any other 
Tuesday in the city’s history. Why? 

On the night previous the President of the United 
States had appeared before Congress and asked for a 
declaration of war against Germany. When people 
read the papers the next morning, it made them ex- 
tremely thoughtful. Men were inclined to gather and 
-talk—and smoke.

Starvation for Diabetes Condemned 
ONDEMNATION of the classic starvation treat- 
ment of diabetes is the feature of an article by 

¢: Thomas W. Edgar in the New York Med- 
ical Journey. Dr. Edgard says that patients 
have been taught to dread sugar until the slightest evf- 
dence of it causes them the greatest mental agony and 
starvation is much more acceptable than sugar. 

“Il have one patient,” he writes, “who existed for one 
year on two eggs, three leaves of lettuce, three slices 
of bacon with eight ounces of aleohol daily, and she 
taught school five days a week. She wondered why she 
was losing weight and becoming weaker.” 

As a result of his personal observation he calls 
starvation a dangerous procedure which should never 
be indulged without the supervision of a competent 
physician. For it results in such weakness that the 
patient is prone to take any infection, his system bas 
lost its power of tolerance and so rebels instantly 
against the slightest indiscretion in diet.

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here two and a half years ago. tn coming from 
Craig to this ranch, then, one of our horses 
too sick, and all night long I kept doctoring 
him, and walking him to and fro We also got 
a miserable supper here, and were put into a 
damp room, which, however, was soon aban- 
doned for a fire built outside the house. Staple- 
ton, who generally is a clever, reasonable man, 
on this night was very drunk, and by his drunk- 
en antics made things much worse. As long 
as memory retains her power, that night can 
never be forgotten by those of our party. As 
the main road no longer runs close by his 
ranch, I saw the theater of our night's experience 
at a distance of severa] hundred yards, but well did I 
recognize the place. Soon after we passed Stapleton 
himself came riding along, and we had a talk about the 
Drunk as he was then, he today re- 
membered all the circumstances. 

We camped for breakfast opposite the town of La 
Mega, at the foot of the large mesa that overlooks 
Craig. When I came by here last there was only a 
jacal or two, and now there is a largé town. 

A little after 1 we again started out, intending to 
make what few purchases we needed at Craig and go 
a little further on. At Craig | found two New Holland 
letters. We could not find anything we wanted here 
and so we left and went across the river, close by 
which we made an early camp for the night, under two 
large cottonwoods to the right of the road. 

Tuesday, Sept. 12.—We did not start early this morn- 
ing, as we had only a few miles to go. A drive of 
about four miles brought us to the town of Fra Cris- 
tobal (Parraje) where, as usual, we unsuccessfully 
tried to buy provisions. I succeeded in getting a little 
fresh cheese and D. a few tortillas. We drove out of 
town about two or two and a balf miles and here we 
are now encamped. This is the beginning of the far- 
famed “Jornado del Muerto,” so frequently described 
by travelers and authors. Near by us is a large ox 
train in camp, which also starts in some time this 
evening, and I suppose we will travel and sleep to- 
gether tonight for safety. 


Literally translated, these words mean “The Dead 
Man's Journey,” but, as dead men make no journeys, 
it seems somewhat of a misnomer. “The Journey of 
Death” is the freer rendering of the words and a 
more sensible one. This famous journey is across an 
arid, treeless plain, beginning on its northern edge at 
the little town of Fra Cristobal and running thence 
some 90 miles southward, again striking the Rio Grande 
at Roblero, in the Mesilla Valley. The river makes 
a great bend between these two places, and the road is 
a nearly straight cut between the two. Tradition has 
it that an ancient road wound along the devious 
course of the river the entire way, but one day an 
adventursome traveler attempted to travel from point 
to point by a near cut in a single day and perished in 
the attempt, since which this dangerous piece of road 
has been known by its present name. One thing is 
certain—many an ill-fated traveler has lost his life 
in attempting to cross it. It is not altogether desti- 
tute of water. About 20 miles from the northern en- 
trance is the Laguna del Muerto (“Dead Man's Lake”), 
which is little else than a depression in the plain, 
whieb is filled with water during the rainy season, 
but ts commonly dry during the summer. There is also 
the Ojo del Muerto (“Dead Man’s Spring’’), some six 
miles to the westward of the road, but in the heart of 
the very ugly hilly country between it and the river, 
and in a very dangerous Indian country, so that ani- 
mals are seldom driven there for water. Half-way 
across is a water hole called the Aleman, where water 
is commonly to be had. In rainy weather the gulches 
also contain some, but in the dry season none of these 
watering places is to be relied on, and the traveler 
must rely on what he carries with him, while his ani- 
mals must either share his supply or do without any. 

A late writer thus relates his experiences and im- 
pressions while making this dreaded journey: “In 
two hours we reached the river crossing at Fra Crésto- 
bal. Here the road parts from the river and strikes 
into the waterless desert. We plunged through the 
shallow ford, coming out on the eastern bank. We 
filled our ‘gauges’—gourds—with care, and, giving our 
animals as much as they would drink, we rode on- 
ward. We have not traveled far before we recognize 
the appropriate name of this terrible journey. Scat- 
tered along the path we see the bones of many animals. 
There are human bones, too. That white, spheroidal 
mass, with its grinning rows of serrated sutures—that 
is a human skull. It lies beside the skeleton of a 
horse. Horse and rider have fallen together. The 
wolves have stripped them at the same time They 
have dropped down on the’ thirsty track, and perished 
in despair, although water, had they known it, was 

within reach of another effort. We see the skeleton of 

a mule with the alperaja still buckled around it, and 
an old blanket, flapped and tossed by many a whistling 
wind. Other objects that have been brought there by 
human aid strike the eye as we proeeed. A broken 
eanteen, the fragments of a glass bottle, an old hat, 
a piece of saddlecloth, a @tirrup, red with rust, a 
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ie stretched myself on the brink for a draft.” 


broken strap, with many like symbols, are strewed 
along the path, speaking a melancholy language. We 
are still only on the border of the desert; we are fresh; , 
how, when we have traveled over and neared the oppo- 
site side? Shall we leave such souvenirs? We are filled 
with painful forebodings as we look across the arid 
waste that stretches indefinitely before us. Nature 
is herself the enemy we fear. Taking the wagon tracks 
for our guide, we creep on. We grow silent, as if we 
were dumb. The mountains of Fra Cristobal sink be- 
hind us; we are akmnost out of sight of land; we can 
see the ridges of the Sierra Blanco away to the east- 
ward, but before us, to the south, the eye encounters 
no mark or Rmit. 

“The sun grows hotter and hotter. I knew this 
would be the case when we started. It was one of 
those cool mornings, with fog on the river and in the 
airs The sun is climbing upwards, and every moment 
his rays become fiercer and more fervid. There is a 
strong wind blowing, but it does not fan us into cool- 
ness. On the contrary, it lifts the burning crystals 
and spits them painfully in our faces. We toil on 
through the yielding sand. For miles we see no trace 
of vegetation. We enter a plain covered with arte- 
misia and clumps of the hideous greasewood. The 
warped and twisted branches impede our progress. For 
hours we ride through thickets of the bitter sage, and 
at length enter another region, sandy and rolling. 
Long, arid spurs shoot down from the mountains, and 
decline into ridges of dry, drifting sand. Now, not 
even the silvery leaf of thé artemisia cheers our path. 
Before us we see nothing but barren, yellow waste— 
trackless and treeless. 

“You cannot understand the horror of being in 
such a place, without water, and with thé conscious- 
ness it may be 60 miles away. You who live in a 
Northern zone—in a land of pools and streams and 
limpid springs, you have never felt thirst. You know 
not the want of water. It gushes from every hillside, 
and you have grown fastidious about its quality. You 
complain of its hardness and softness, or its want of 
crystal purity. How unlike the denizen of the desert, 
the traveler of the prairie sea. Water is his chief care, 
his ever-present solicitude; it is the divinity he wor- 
ships. Hunger he can sfifle so long as a patch of his 
leathern garment hangs to him. Should game not 
appear he can trap the marmot, catch the lizard and 
gather the prairie crickets. He knows every root and 
seed that will sustain life. Give him water and he will 
live and struggle on. He wil] in time craw! out of 
the desert. Without this, he may chew the leaden bul- 
tet or the pebble. He may split spheroid cactus and 
open the intestines of the butchered buffalo, but in 
the end he must die. Without water, even in the 
midst of plenty, he must die. Ah! you know not 
thirst. It is a fearful thing. In the wild Western 
desert it is the thirst that kills.”’ 

The majordomo and nearly all the teamsters we ex- 
pected to go with this evening, being drunk and down 
in the town, and there being a very slim show of their 
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. Jaguna, in a low place or bottom called “Per- 
ria: secondly, (going south), at a place known 
as the “Point of Roc %s,” about -* miles from 
the Pierra: and, lastly, at a place known as 
the “Aleman,” some 15 miles further on. | 

Well, we went slowly and steadily into the 
vast plain stretched out before us and con- 
tinued going as fast as our animals could, and 
about 9:30 o'clock made camp. We tied the 
mules close to the wagons and D. went to 
bed. I gave the beasts their oats and stood 
guard until 12:15, when, being very cold, | 

* woke him up and took his place in the 

blankets, while he took mine as guard until 3 o'clock, 

when we hitched up. 
Wednesday, Sept. 13.—It was very cold as we drove 
out of camp this morning, and I put two coats and a 
blanket over me to keep warm. The animals traveled 
well and steadily and about 5:30 o'clock we came to 
what I think was the Perria, where we filled up our 
water vessels again, gave the animals wateF and then 
drove about four miles further to make camp and 
breakfast. We missed the lake in the dimness of the 
morning, but it was of no consequence, as there is 
no water in it now, as we too: care to be posted on 
that point. On the Perria, which is a shallow pool of 
water several hundred yards long and half as wide 

I saw several birds, new to me. 
At 3 o'clock we drove out again and went slowly fut 

an hour, when | discovered water in an arroyo by the 

roadside. This was the water known as Aleman, but 
we were not aware of it at the time. | Was never 
more rejoiced. The day had been intensely hot, and 
the animals had been going without water since early 
morning, so we concluded to camp again for several 
hours, let the mules drink and eat the fine grass close 

at hand, which we did. 
I have said I never was more rejoiced than at find- 

ing this water, yet what water it was! The arroyo was 

broad and the water in it hardly an inch deep—the 
remaining relic of a rain that had falien days, perhaps 
weeks before. The hot suns had slowly dried it up 
until what remained hardly deserved the name of wa- 
ter. It was literally swarming with living things. 
Creatures of unknown kinds and most repulsive in ap- 
pearance: were crawling in and through it. | stretched 
myself on the brink for a draft, but it was impossible 
to get at the shallow water Without having the leath- 
some creatures creeping about the lips and even into 
the mouth. I had been driven by stress of cireum- 
stances often before to drink water that perhaps none 
of the readers of this could conceive drinkable, but this 
mixture of water, mud, green scum, inserts and ani- 


fore. The only way was to close the eyes and com- 
mend yourself to Providence. Even the mutes, thirsty 
beyond expression, could only be induced to touch it 
from their overpowering necessity; even then they 
would leave it, only ‘to return and try the repulsive 
draft once more. It is at such times that one vows 
that when once wet! over their present experience they 
will never risk a similar one, but have a care that a 
spring of clear water shall be the necessary accompani- 
ment of their future home. 

At 6 in the evening, we again rolled out. our ani- 
mals refreshed and all our vessels for carrying water 
full. Soon after we met a train whieh informed us 
the water hole we had just left was the Aleman. We 
continued going, and about 10 o'clock encamped on 
this side of Point of Rocks, 18 miles from the Ale- 
man. As before, D. took a two hours’ nap and I stood 
guard over the mules. picketed close to the wagons

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getting off this evening, 
we concluded to try it by 
ourselves. We made some 
coffee and took a little 
supper, took the animals 
to the river for a final 
watering, and after filling 
our keg and canteen, 
hitched up, and at a quar- 
ter of 5 im the evening 
started into the much- 
dreaded 90-mile trip. This 
jornado has two separate 
terrors for travelers.

[IFTY-EIGHT years ago a lad of 1i, witb 
a natural bent for sketching, but with no 
schooling in art, made a pencil sketch of 
Abraham Lincoln. Just recently the Sen- 
ate of the United States voted to pay the 


artist $2000 for an oil painting based on | 
that sketch. The portrait will be hung in 
the corridor back of the Senate chamber, in a place 
of honor, with the likenesses of Washington, Jeffer 


son, Adams and others of the nation’s great. 

The artist is Freeman Thorp, now 75 years old 
of Hubert, Minn., and Washington, D. ©. Completion 
ot the Lincoln portrait only a short time ago marked 
the culmination of practically a lifetime of patient 
endeavor, directed toward the goal of producing a 
picture that would stand as a classic, like Stuart's 
Washington. Acceptance of the painting by the Sen- 
ate, after its approval by Gen. Miles, Justice Day of 
the Supreme Court, Robert T. Lincoln, son of the Presi- 
dent, and others who knew his kindly, rugged fea- 
tures in the flesh, is regarded by the artist as com 
plete fultillment of his life’s ambition 

In 18/1, Thorp relates, Senators who had been in 
timate with Lincoln began to cast about for a por- 

. trait of him that would be worthy of hanging at the 
Capitol. All the portraits in existence, it was found, 
had been made from photographs, none from original 
sketches. The Senators decided to wait for Thorp’'s 
portrait To facilitate his work, they had a little 
studio built for him on the roof of the Senate wing of 
the Capitol, and there, as he found the opportunity, 
he worked for 20 years, from 1871 to 18%l, when the 
studio was taken down. He was given the privilex: 
of both the House and the Senate floor, so that he 
might freely talk to members of Congress who knew 

; Lincoln and supplement his own impressions with 
theirs. 

As the basis for his work, Thorp had not only th 
sketch he made when 17, but another dated three 
years later, when, as a soldier in the Union army\ 
he ‘was given leave to go to Gettysburg for the 
express purpose of drawing a pickure of the Presi 
dent. On both occasions, he says, he stood close 
to the President and succeeded in getting on pa 
per his animated expression in conversation 

“You will notice,” said Thorp, referring to 
the finished portrait, “that the expression is not 
so solemn as that recorded by most of the pic- 
tures of Licoln. That is because they were drawn 
from photographs, and a man usually has a bored 
expression when he sits before a camera. Espe- 
cially was this so in Lincoln’s day, when sitting 
to a photographer was a long and arduous task.

Permanent fertility was aim of life-work of late Prof. Cyril G. Hopkins of University PE 
of Illinois, who thus hoped to solve problem of feeding world’s increasing 
population on ever diminishing acreage of tillable land— Like each human

But this is. only a part of his claim to distinction. 
Though dead but a few months, his work is already 
perpetuated in perhaps the most unusual memorial or- 
ganization in the world. The men to whom his labor 
of 25 years at the university was dedicated, the farmer 
folk of Illinois, have banded together, united in the 
resolution that his discoveries shall not die. A few 
weeks ago they incorporated the Hopkins Memorial 
Association under the laws of Illinois, through which 
they will spread his propaganda of permanent soil fer- 
tility throughout the length and breadth of the State. 

Long known internationally as a soil expert, Prof. 
Hopkins died Oct; 6, 1919, at Gibraltar, on his return 
from a year spent in Greece as head of the Agricultural 
Division of the Red Cross Relief Commission. So vital 
was his work, so fundamental were his discoveries in 
solving the food problems of the day, that only a few 
weeks elapsed from the time of his death béfore a 
group of large land owners. and far-sighted Illinois 
farmers, who had profited personally by his contribu- 
tions to the science of agriculture, were organizing a 
society to transmit to future generations the secret 
of never-failing crops. It numbers in its personnel 
such influential men as Ralph Allen, Tazewell County, 
president; A. N. Abbott, Whiteside County, vice presi- 
dent; H. E. Young, Sangamon County, secretary, and 
Cc. A. Ewing, Decatur, treasurer. The directors are 
Dean Eugene Davenport of the College of Agriculture, 
Frank 1. Mann of Iroquois County, H. G. Easterly, 
Jackson County, and J. C. B. Heaton, Johnson County. 

The Hopkins (or Illinois) system of permanent soil 
fertility is, in fact, a practical solution of the problem 
of feeding the ever-increasing population of the world 
on an ever-diminishing acreage of tillable land. It is 
an insurance against ‘drouth,.storm and insect pests, 
through increasing the resistance of soil and crop. It 
assures the farmer yields many times greater than 
his present production. It guarantees that the soil 
will never “wear out.”’ 

“It is the business of every farmer,’ said Dr. Hodp- 
‘kins, “to reduce the fertility of the soil by removing 
the largest crops of which the soil is capable; but ulti- 
mate failure results for the land owner unless provi- 
sion is made for restoring and maintaining production. 
Every land owner should adopt for his land a system of 
farming which is permanent—a system under which the 
land becomes better rather than worse.”’ 

Six elements, he considered, are necessary in crop 
production: The seed, a home for thé plant, the food 
of which the plant is made, moisture, heat and light. 
Of these the most neglected is that of plant food, and 
it was to supply this need that his system was designed. 
Just as a human being, to remain in health, requires-a 
varied diet, so a plant must be fed a balanced ration of 
mineral elements if it is to thrive. Many of these are 
present in abundance “and need seldom give the farmer 
@ny concern. 

There are five minerals, however—calcium (lime), 
magnesium, potassium (potash), phosphorous and ni- 
trogen—which often appear in insufficient quantities in 
ordinary soil. So essential is each of these that should 
any one be completely lacking, the soil would become 
entirely barren. Without calcium, for example, the 
ground becomes acid, or sour, and plants sicken and 
die. Convefsely, the addition of a single element to 
the soil sometimes doubles or trebles the crop. 

“How, then, can depleted soils be restored?’ Dr. 
Hopkins asked. ‘‘How can good soils be maintained 
without exhaustion? How can the average farmer 
know just what medicine his land needs? What is 
the cheapest way to maintain soil fertility?” 

,eing a trained chemist, he discovered that there are 
many distinct types of soil in the corn belt, each pre- 
senting its own individual problem. Accordingly, he 
set about establishing experimental fields on each 
variety of soil throughout the State. At first the land 
was loaned or leased to the university; later the tracts 
were given outright by individuals, municipalities or 
colleges. In the neighborhood of St. Louis there are 
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the depleted grain bins of the world; and which already 
are netting millions of dollars yearly to the farmers of Illinois—such was 
the achievement of a simple college professor, 
of the department of agronomy and professor of soil fertility

University of Illinois experiment fields at Carlinville, 
donated by Blackburn College; at Lebanon, given by 
McKendree College through former Gov. Charles De- 
ne@n, and at Sparta, presented by the citizens of the 
town. 

Each tract is divided into a series of narrow strips. 
One is left untouched, one is treated with lime, one 
with potassium, one with phosphorous, one with nitro- 
gen, one with farm manure, others with combinations 
of elements, and so on, every known variety of soil 
“medicine” being applied, 
which best agrees with that particular soil disease. A 
regular system crop rotation is followed. For example, 
in the first year, corn; in the second, oats, cowpeas 
or soy beans; third, wheat (with clover and grass); 
fourth, meadow for hay; fifth, meadow or pasture; 
sixth, pasture. In Southern Illinois wheat may also 
be grown the fifth year, and in the corn belt corn may 
be planted two .years, as in the first and sixth. 


By watching the results of such experiments during 
a series of years, Dr. Hopkins determined with sci- 
entific precision the kind of treatment needed by each 
type of soil. In the main, the problem narrowed to 
methods of obtaining sufficient quantities of nitrogen 
and phosphorous, the two elements found to be most 
generally lacking. 

Nitrogen is an element which is associated with soils 
of rich black color: light soils are likely to be defi- 
cient in this essential plant food. Although it exists 
in unlimited quantities in the air, onl» the legumes 
(clover, alfalfa, -owpeas, beans) have the power to 
utilize it in this free form. The cheapest method of 
infusing the soil with nitrogen is consequently, to 
grow leguminous crops and to plow under the plants 
after the seeds have bera removed, or to fertilize the 
ground with the manure produced by feeding the crop. 


A stubborn obstacle to the success of this seemingly 
obvious plan presented itself. Acid soil—lacking cal- 
cium—will not yrow legumes successfully. Such soils 
may be “swetened’’ cheaply, Dr. Hopkins research 
showed, by the application of ground limestone, some 
soils requiring as much as two to six tons an acre and 
an additional amount, thereafter, every four or five 
years. Soil thus sweetened will grow legumes abund- 
antly. 


However, the mere growing of clover or similar crops 
on normal land does not enrich it. Even the nitrogen 
is not increased unless the entire clover crop is re- 
turned to the soil, either directly or in the form of 
farm manure. Clover, furthermore, takes up large 
amounts of calcium and phosphorous. The roots and 
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Wheat from an acre of “Poorland Farm,” 
when treated with farm manure only, and 
when limestone and phosphate were added. 


stubble, contrary to popular opinion, contain no more 
nitrogeif than the growing crop took from the earth. 

“To increase or maintain the nitrogen or organic 
matter of the soil is the greatest practical problem in 
American agriculture,” Dr. Hopkins wrote. “In an 
hour’s time one can spread enough limestone or phos- 
phate on an acre of land to provide for large crops of 
wheat, corn, oats and clover for 10 or 20 years. To 
supply the nitrogen for the same length of time would 
require from 20 to 40 tons of clover, or from 80 to 
160 tons of farm manure, be added to the same acre of 
land, even though one of the crops harvested seeured 
its nitrogen from the air.” 

“Present methods of agriculture are nothing more 
than ‘skinning the land,’ he declared. “From two- 
thirds to three-fourths of all the cultivated districts 
of Illinois are already in need of nitrogen and phos- 
phorous, and the most of this vast area is deficient in 
limestone.” | 

Phophorous, the second great essential for fertility, 
may be obtained from farm manure, bone meal, phos- 
phate rock and basic slag phosphate. 

An unending fight against the so-called “complete” 
commercial fertilizer was a necessary corollary to Dr. 
Hopkins’ campaign for these simple and comparatively 
inexpensive methods of soil treatment. Just as there 
can be no universal patent medicine for all human ills, 
so, he argued, it is impossible to make an artificial fer- 
tilizer to cure all ailments of the soil. Each farm 
is like a human patient, he contended, with its own 
peculiar sy mptoms, which must be specially diagnosed. 
and the appropriate medicine prescribed. The commer- 
cial fertilizer is heavily weighted with sulphuric acid, 
he showed, which is needless and often harmful. The 
farmer, therefore, who invests in commercial fertilizer 
is sinking a large per centage of his money in profit- 
less material. 

From his years of intensive study Dr. Hopkins com- 
piled the following figures comparing the value of 
various methods of fertilization: 


“One hundred bushels of corn takes from the soll 
about 100 pounds of nitrogen, 17 pounds of phosphor- 
ous and 19 pounds of potassium in the grain and 48, 
6 and 52 pounds of these respective elements in the 
stalks. 

“One ton of fresh farm manure contains about 10 
pounds of nitrogen, 2 pounds of phosphorous and 8 of 
potassium. . 

“One hundred pounds of complete fertilizer contain 
about 2 pounds of nitrogen, 4 of phosphorous and 2-of 
potassium. 

“One ton of clover hay contains about 40 pounds of 
nitrogen, 5 of phosphorous and 30 of potassium. 


“On the basis of 100 bushels of corn to the acre, the 
grain only being removed, common corn belt prairie 
land contains on the surface about enough nitrogen for 
48 crops, phosphorous for 70 and potassium for 1790." 


The conclusion he showed to be self-evident. Either 
the soil must be renewed or it will become exhausted, 
and the farms of the corn belt will ultimately Jave to 
be abandoned, just as the once fertile lands of New 
England and Virginia have been. On the other hand, 
if soils are well treated, he proved conclusively, good 
crops’ can be depended upon; bad seasons, even, will 
produce a profitable yield; and barren land can be re- 
stored to its original fertility. 

Reducing his theories to practical terms, Prof. Hop-

kins outlined the following system for solving the 
problem of insufficient nitrogen: 

“For the livestock farmer | would suggest ‘a five- 
field system—a four-year rotation of corn, corn, oats 
and clover grown upon four fields for five years, while 
the fifth field is kept in alfalfa. At the end of the 
fifth year the alfalfa field is brought into the rota- 


The process is unique. Four soil experts are detailed 
to a section, which they traverse within communication 
distance of each other. As they go they make their 

. soil maps, plotting every soil type and indicating areas 
even of five acres. When the county has been thus 
fully combed, the university puts out a colored soil 
map. All then that a farmer living in that county has 


among the Greek farmers. In it he outlined systems by 
which they could produce infinitely better crops year 
after year without fail. 

_ls it any wonder, then, that the Greek people, whose 
impoverished land, to produce even its scanty yield, 
must lie fallow every alternate year, hailed him as a 
god, bringing hope of plenty for themselves, their chil- 


tion and one of the four fields seeded to alfalfa for 
another five-year period, and so on. 

“If the crop yields are 50 bushels each of corn and 
oats, 2 tons of clover and 3 tons of alfalfa; if the straw 
and half the corn stal*s are used for bedding and all 
other produce for feed, and if 60 per cent of the nitro- 
gen in the manure is used for the production of crops, 
then a system is provided which will permanently 
maintain the supply of nitrogen. 

“For the farmer who sells grain and hay, a 25-bushel 
wheat crop may well be substituted for the first corn 
crop, clover being seeded on the wheat for plowing 
under the next year before planting corn. If _ fall 
and spring growths of this clover aggregate 11-2 tons 
and if only the grain and clover seed and the alfalfa 
hay are sold, all clover, stalks and straw being re- 
turned to the land, this also provides a system for the 


‘ permanent maintenance of nitrogen. 


“If the crop yields are all increased by 50 per cent, 
or eyen by 100 per cent, these systems still provide for 
the nitrogen supply, unless with the larger yiélds on 
richer land a somewhat greater amount is likely to be 
lost by leaching than is added in the rain. 

“While these systems are distinctly for livestock 
farming or for grain and hay farming, they should be 
considered as only suggesting the basis for solving the 
nitrogen problem. In diversified farming a combina- 
tion of these systems will often be preferred to either 
one alone. The important point is that the land owner 
should know the essential facts and base his practice 
upon them in order to provide for permanent fertility 
with respect to both nitrogen, phosphorous and lime- 
stone.” 

In order that every farmer, every owner of as little 
as five acres of land, might be able to diagnose his 
own soil, Dr. Hopkins instituted a State-wide soil sur- 
vey. That was 18 years ago, and several years will 
yet be required to cover the 32 dems counties.

RE you running your refrigerator with the max- 
imum of efficiency and the minimum of waste’? 
Are you doing this with a thorough knowledge 
of the principles of refrigeration, or are you 
following slipshod methods and wondering why your 
ice melts so rapidly, why eggs spoil and why the 
butter is so soft? 

Many people believe that the place nearest the ice 
in a refrigerator is the coolest. This is not true. The 
coldest place is at the bottom of the refrigerator. Hot 
air rises and air that is not being constantly purified 
by circulation around the blocks of ice soon becomes 
unfit to come in contact with food. When the warm 
air in the refrigerator rises, it carries with it impuri- 
ties and moisture absorbed from the surface of the food 
and which. if allowed to remain in the air, spoil food. 
The air, which is warmed by passing over the food, 
comes in contact with the ice, where the moisture is 
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to do, is to ascertain the range and section of his land, 
and he can determine exactly the kind of soil found 


on his farm. 

But Prof. Hopkins was more than a servant of man- 
kind. He was a slave of conscience. To show that he 
believed in his own theories, he went into debt to 
buy a worn-out farm in one of the poorest districts of 
Southern Illinois. Into ‘“‘Poorland Farm,” a 320-acre 
tract of exhausted clay soil in Marion County, he sank 
his savings of years. Deeper and deeper he went into 
debt during the tedious process of building up the soil. 
The story of the gradual restoration’of those barren 
acres into a flourishing and profitable farm is one of 


the marvels of modern agriculture.* Dr. Hopkins had . 


literally made bread from stones, for at the time of 
his death “Poorland’’ was yielding 30 bushels of wheat 
to the acre and other crops in accordance. 

With a vision of similarly restoring the waste lands 
of the Old World, Dr. Hopkins answered the call of the 
Red Cross in the autumn of 1918. Fired with the spirit 
of the crusaders of old, but armed with the_weapons 
of twentiteh century science, he turned toward thé 
birthplace of civilization, worn with a thousand years 
of tillage, to carry the gospel of permanenj soil fer- 
tility. When this task wag done, he looked beyond 
Greece to the depleted lands of Asia and Africa, with 
the hope that they, too, might be renewed, so that there 
should never be hunger or famine in the world any 
more. 

Up and down the tiny length of Greece he traveled. 
When the Government offered him a private car, when 
Mayors and Governors requested to be informed of his 
coming, in order that they might entertain him with 
ceremony, ke refused, prefering to go about in a simple 
American way, to make his investigations, and to de- 
part without formality. Having collected and analyzed 
3000 single soil samples, he embodied his findings in a 
book, which was translated and agrees broadcast

condensed upon the surface and the impurities are 
carried off by the melting ice. The air is thus dried, 
cooled and purified. 

Then the cooled air immediately descends to gather 
up more moisture and impurities and thus the process 
is repeated continually. Anything placed directly on 
or around the ice tends to interfere with the circulation 
of the air. 

You may have been told that wrapping your ice In 
newspapers tends to keep it from melting. You will 
note that this practice is bad, because it prevents the 
free circulation of air around the ice, and that in turn 
prevents the purification of the air. The whole sur- 
face of the ice is needed to purify the air prop- 
erly 

In addition to the necessity of having a circulation 
of cold. dry air, it is important that, as near as possible, 
a uniform temperature be maintained. For this rea-

son, refrigerator doors should fit tight, be closed 
tight, and not opened more often that is positively nec- 
essary, because every time the doors are opened the 
cold air pours out and the warm air that takes its 
place is cooled at the expense of the ice. 

It is advisable to allow heated food to cool off be- 
fore placing it in the refrigerator. If put in warm, it 
raises the temperature of the refrigerator higher than 
it should go and. melts the ice unnecessarily. 

The trap door through which the meltage of the 
ice flows off should be kept closed, otherwise it lets 
in a constant stream of warm air. 

A refrigerator should be kept scsupulously clean. 
It should be wiped out daily with a dry cloth, and 
once a week should be thoroughly cleaned with a solu- 
tion of bicarbonate of soda and cold water. Hot water 
should not be used in washing out a refrigerator as it 
unnecessarily raises the temperature,

UESDAY, Sept. 5.—We did not get off 
until 5:30 this morning. Although we slept 
in the carriage iast night ‘because it threat- 
ened a thunderstorm), we were very cold all 
night, and particularly so in the morning.

We started out this afternoon to drive to Col. 
Pinto’s ranch, but it was not until after dark that we 
got there, it being considerably further thar we 
thought, and besides, we took the road to the right, 
which, although it took us where we wanted to go, 
was a roundabout way. We put our mules in his cor- 
ral and bought them hay instead of grazing them, and 
they, being in a secure place and off our minds, al- 
lowed us to indulge in a good, long, sound sleep. | 
am now on ground | have been over and feel more at 
home. 

Wednesday, Sept. 6.—At 5:15 this morning we rolled 
out and traveled until 10:30 over a very. rough 
and uneven road, made unusually so by recent 
rains. There was also a great deal of mud, 
that made hard pulling. While*sand and 
steep hills were plenty, grass and water were 
correspondingly scarce, and we could make 
no camp; this accounts for our driving several 
hours longer than is our wont. For this rea- 
son we were obliged to drive until we reached 
San Tellipe, the first town on the Rio Grande. 
The 10,000 Greeks under Xenophon did not 
shout “Thalatta!"’ “Thalafta!’’ more joyously than 
did I, when, from an elevation. the yellow waters of 
the Rio Grande Bravo first burst into view, 
some three or four miles away. It washes the 
fields and vineyards of my future home, and 
| follow its course continually until I get there, 
and it seems like greeting an old friend to see 
it. I took a good long drink of its turbid wa- 
ter and it seemed to me as though it were the best 
water in the world. There are several Indian towns 
close to San Telippe, Santa Anna and others, whose 
names | do not know. Aboul a hundred yards from 
camp are some Indian women pulling beans, with no 
article of dress on save a chemise, and that so short 


as to fail to answer the end for which skirts were 
intended. 


We were lucky enough to get a-few unripe peaches 
and melons at this place, which eat very well in spite 
of their quality. At 4 in the afternoon we drove out to 
Algodones, which place is not very far off. In due 
time we reached there, but it appears to be a very poor 
place. I could not buy any grain for the animals, no 
salt and no lariat, so we drove on to reach Bernalillo, 
which is the next town, and decidedly the handsomest 
in New Mexico, as well as the richest. The town is 
divided into two parts and separated by a vega. In 
this vega we made camp, as it was getting dark. One 
Nicanor, an old friend of ours, who lives here, came 
to our camp with his wife and sat talking an hour. 
D. afterwards went over to their house a while. The 
Perreas all live about here and own the entire town, 
almost, as well as the lands adjoining, which are the 
finest I have so far seen. Francisco Perrea lives here, 
and yesterday was elected to Congress. The corn is 
magnificent and the amount planted very large. 

Thursday, Sept. 7.-We got off about 5 o'clock this 
morning and traveled over a road all sand, and in 
places very heavy, until we reached Las Alamos, where 
we made camp. by the side of a house, the owner of 
which was a very clever fellow. We have shade, 
good grass and the csecquia only a few vards off. } 
forgot to say they grow a great many grapes at 

fernalillo, and we got some. 1 also bought some 
water and musi melons on the road and we had a big 
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Weary travelers at last come in sight

dinner in consequence—green corn, leg of mutton with 
onions, chile, coffee, Water and muskmelons, and fresh 
goat cheese. I wrote two letters. I was surprised as 
we came along this morning at the magnificent crop 
of corn in the fields we passed. It would have hon- 
ored the State. 


About 2 o'clock we drove out of camp, over a toler- 
able road and through a country covered with.ranches. 
Everywhere we tried to buy corn or barley, but could 
not find a grain. About 4 o'clock we went into Albu- 
querque, where, of course, | hunted up Bill Strachan, 
the only other Lancaster boy in all this country. He 
is suticr here ior the troops. When | came home sev- 
eral years ago I stopped and he gave me a letter 
to his father in Lancaster. I know his father and 
brother; the latter sent a message with me to his broth- 
er here. Strachan was very clever and wanted us to 
stay over a day; but we bought some bread, sugar, 
crackers, etc., and rolled on. He gave me several 
copies of the Lancaster Intelligencer amd Mariettian. 
We drove on until we reached Blair’s Rauch, where 
we made camp, quite near the spot where wc encamped 
three years ago. 

Friday, Sept. 8.—Early this morning we folled out, 
and for a while we had a good road, but it son became 
very sandy and continued so until we reachc! the river 
at Peralto. Opposite the town of Isletta the road 
runs over some very high, sandy bluffs, and was, all 
in all, decidedly -the worst we have had. We walked 
nearly all the way. Los Pinos is wher Gov. Connelly 
lives, and there is also a military post here. He has 
several thousand acres of the finest meadow land | 
have seen in this country. Between Los Pinos and 
Peralto the country is equally handsome. We passed 
through both places without stopping, and also 
through Valencia, a town one mile this side of Per- 
alto, and came to the river. 1 rode in it a while, hunt- 
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ing a ford, which | found at last, and 
we crossed over safely and made cam») 
at Las Lunes. 

The grass being of a poor quality here, 
we took breakfast, and after leaving our 
animals rest about one and a half 
hours, we hitched up and went about 
a mile and a half further and again 
stopped to let the animals graze. Our 
corn has now given out, and as there 
is none in the country, and no barley or 
oats, we will have to be ver) careful 
with the mules or they will not get to 
El Paso with us. 


At 3 in the afternoon we again rolled 
out, hoping to reach Belen for the 
night. We could travel but slowly; 
first, because of our tired-out mules, 
and, second, for the bad road. About 5 
o'clock we came to a small town, which 
we found, to our surprise, to be Belen. 
We made camp here for the night, and 
found pretty good grass. We also suc- 
ceeded in buying a few eggs and onions. 
While in camp here Rosenbaum came 
riding by. It seems he came here sey- 
eral days ago and is hunting a place for 
his goods. Frit2 Williams we found here 
practicing medicine, and, better than all, 
we found a fanega of oats for the ani- 
mals. 
we had to work several hours cleaning 
them, we had to give $8 for them. 


Sgturday, Sept. 9.—We made an early 
start this morning and drove more than 
four hours until we reached Sabinal for 
camp. Nearly every inch of the way 
was very heavy sand, through which 
the mules could hardly pull the carriage, 
although we were both out of it some- 
times. I walked nearly all the way, no 
easy matter, by the way, when the sand 
into which | sank nearly ankle deep at 
every step, is considered. We have no 
good grass here. Our fire was made and 
our breakfast eaten in an esecquia. 

We left Sabinal about 3 in the aft- 
ernoon. Our next town is Almillo, -but as it 
is 19 miles off, we did not expect to £0 80 
far: but when we came to the crossing of the 
Rio Poerco—a name, by the way, which the 
stream merits (dirty river), the road divided, 
the one following the river bottom and the other going 
over the hills. Concluding the latter to be the nearest, 
we took it. It soon got very sandy and continued so 
most of the way. There was, unfortunately, no water 
on the road and we were obliged to drive on until we 
reached Almillo, at 8:30 o'clock at night. The last 
six miles were, I think, the heaviest sand we have met. 
| walked through it all, and the greater part of the 
afternoon besides, 12 miles at least. We found good 
grass right on the river bank. 

Sunday, Sept. 10.—We left camp at 5:30 this morn- 
ing and soon overtook a train which had camped close 
by us last night, but started this morning before we 
got up. As we jogged on behind, someone popped out 
his head and said, “How are you, doctor?” and it 
proved to be Pink Tulley, from Las Cruzes. We drove 
through Polvidera and Simitar, where I tried to get 
cheese, corn, bread and milk, but could only find the 


latter. We passed on and made camp on the Socorro 
esecquia on fine grass. Last night we learned at Al- 
milto that 25 Indians—Navajoes, who are all fast 


running away from the reservation at Bosque Rodon- 
do—crossed the Puerco where we did, at the mail 
ranch the day before, and that they killed some women. 
on the Bonito. We were lucky in missing them. 


We left at 2:30 and soon found ourselves in the 
town of Socorro, where we stopped just long enough 
to try and buy a melon or two, and then drove on. It 
was after sundown when we reached San Antonio, 
having passed eight miles from Socorro, the little 
town of San Lopez. Here we were so lucky as to meet 
two Mexicans who were in the train with us, and had 
they not given us a few tortillas and melons, our ‘sup- 
per, in our lonely camp at 8 o'clock tonight, would 
not have been quite as complete as it was. They 
pressed us to remain at their houses overnight, but 
our animals needed grass very much and we wish also 
to reach Fort Craig betimes tomorrow. 

Monday, Sept. 11—An hour before sunrise this 
morning we were on our Way towards Fort Craig. 
Much to our satisfaction, about five miles of our road 
was good and hard, and destitute of the dreadful sand 
that has so tired down our animals, and we miade rigi : 
good speed and about 7:30 came to Stapleton’s Ranch, 
a place I vividly remember, because of a night | passed

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Great domed temple with nine sides, to 
be erected there as world’s central 
shrine of Bahaism — Abdul Baba 
Abbas, pontiff of the sect, invited 
to make sane his residence—Aim of 
new faith, which has many adhe- 
rents in America, is to reconcile all 
religions, and institute reign of uni- 
versal love $s 2: $s 


N THE spring eight years ago the prophet 
Abdul Baba Abbas came to America to visit his 
new disciples here, and to gain new disciples. 
He was an old man of middle heights, emaciated, 
ascetic. His face was long, very thin and very 
Pale, and was seamed ‘with innumerable fine 
wrinkles. His beard was long and voluminous, 
and seemed of the texture of gossamer—a nebulous 
cloud of gleaming white. He wore a brown habit, the 
gown of the Mohammedan scholar, and a white tur- 
ban. He moved slowly and with great dignity, and 
wore a constant air of profound inwardness and medi- 
tation. In every manner the prophet Abdul Baba was 
an idealized picture of the Eastern sage, of. the venera- 
ble ancient who has followed the way of ascetic ab- 
negation for more years than men are accustomed to 
live, and who has endured all the trials of torment, 
prison and imminent death which prophets and devo- 
tees have always had to endure. 

The American tour of Abdul Baba drew much note. 
It was obvious that here was a beautiful figure, a 
man of infinite romance and Eastern fantasies. His 
religion had made some progress in this country, and 
he had come to crystallize the movement here and 
drive it into full course. This he did, and today the 
Strange, turbaned, white-bearded figure of the prophet 
stands the central figure in one of the romances of 
the season. 

The other week there was a five-day convention of 
American Bahai. Delegates attended from all part 
of the country. They reported great progress 
Communities of the new religion were thriving in al- 
most every sizable American city. In New York a 
Bahaist library was an influential center whence the 
teachings of the prophet were dispensed. A chain of 
vegetarian Bahaist restaurants was being operated 
for the rescue of the derelict. But the central purpose 
of the convention was to arrange for the erection of 
a great temple, to be a world cathedral of Bahaism. 

At the Engineering Building, on West Thirty-ninth 
street, New York City, an assembly room was 
lined with drawings of exotic buildings. Some 
were Arabic, like the Mosque of Omar; some were 
in the Moorish vein of the ruined Alhambra; some 
resembled the Taj Mahal of Hindustan; all had the 
curious beauty and poetry of Moslem architecture. 
On a table at one end of the room stood a white 
temple in miniature. Its cast, too, was Oriental, 
Islamic. It had nine sides and was crowned with 
a great dome. It was covered with intertwined 
carvings of decorative figures, Arabic symbols and 
the number “9,” the sacred number of Bahaism. 

The exhibits were attentively examined by a 
throng of men and women. They were well dressed 
and were evidently of affluent social circles. They 
were Bahaist delegates bent on choosing a design 
for the projected temple. A meeting was held, ad- 
dresses were made and a vote taken. The white 
model was selected, and its designer, Louis Bour- 
goise of New York, received congratulations, the 
fervor of which bespoke the ardent religiosity of 
the American Bahais, and the almost mystical im- 
portance which they attach to the strange edifice 
they are about to erect. 

It is to stand in Chicago, and will cost between 
two and three million dollars. It will not only be 
the temple, but also the academy of Baha.sm. It 
will house teachers and pupils, will provide lecture 
rooms, libraries, offices. It will be the Sorbonne 
of Bahaism, as well as its St Péter’s—it will also 
be its Vatican. 

“Will Abdul Baha come to America?’ a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine asked a 
prominent Bahai. 

‘We have sent a message,” was the reply, “ask- 
ing the master to come and live among us. He 
has replied in these words: ‘Perhaps, if you love 
one another well enough, I will come and live 
among you.’ We are sure he will come. We are 
building the .emple for him.” 

The Bahais, then, are building a great white 
temple, with nine sides, for the reception of their

prophet. Chicago is to be the Mecca of the new cult, 
the Mecca to which all of America is to journey. The 
Bahaist leaders believe that the erection of their tem- 
ple and the residence of the venerable prophet in’ it 
will result in the speedy conversion of all America to 
Bahaism. What is the nature of this new religion 
which has such ambitious expectations, and which, to 
be sure, has already made extraordinary progress in 
this country and throughout the Western world? A 
fragment of little-known history will answer this. 
Seventy-odd years ago, in the town of Tabriz, in 
Persia, a young prophet was placed against the gran- 
ite wall of the arg, the citadel, and was shot to death 
by Persian soldiery. He was a youth of Shiraz, who 
had announced, haif a dozen years before, that he had 
received divine manifestations. He had called himself 
the “Bab” or “gateway of true religion,” and had 


Abdul Baba Abbas, prophet of Bahaism, which 
is said to embrace 20,000,000 devotees. 
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speedily collected a group of enthusiasts about him. 
His teachings dealt with metaphysical intricacies. At 
the bottom was a great vein of Islamic liberalism. 
The Bab had proclaimed the equality of all sages, 
prophets and revelations, and the brotherhood of all 
religions. He had decried the hatred of the true be- 
liever for the Giaour, and had rated the Christian 
as good as a follower of the Prophet. No longer, he 
had exhorted, should a pious Moslem break the dish 
out of which a Christian had eaten, and no longer was 
the killing of an infidel Frank a deed pleasing to Allah. 
This strange doctrine quite inevitably aroused the 
wrath of the Moslem masses, and the young prophet 
expiated his liberalism with his blood. His follow- 
ers were subjected to some of the most savage perse- 
cutions known to history. The massacres of the East- 
ern Babists stand high as examples of the ferocity 
of religious hatred on one side and of the forti- 
tude of devoted sectaries on the other. The en- 
durance of the Christian martyrs of the first three 
centuries A. D. was matched in these sanguinary 
episodes. The cult of the Babi, however, endured. 
The Bab was succeeded by a young disciple who 
took the name of Subh-i-Ezel, or Morning of 
Eternity. This second pontiff escaped from Per- 
sia to Bagdad, where he lived in retirement and 
confided the direction of the new religion to his 
half-brother, Baha’o'llah, or Splendor of God, who, 
in 1863, proclaimed himself*head of the religion, 
which now became known as Bahaism. It was 
Baha’o'llah who addressed a letter to the poten- 
tates. of Europe in which he foretold the coming 
of a vast international war. This, interpreted as 
a direct prophecy of the world war. is held in great 
store by the Bahaists. Baha'‘o'llah died in 182, 
and was succeeded by his son, the present Abdul 
Baba Abbas. 


Bahaism continued its spread through Islam 
and presently invaded Christendom. The Bahais 
tell of a noted English scholar who, having heard 
of a great philosopher teaching in the East, had 
sought him out. The philosopher was Abdul Baba, 
and the scholar returned homeward full of his 
teaching. This, they say, Was the beginning of 
Bahaism in the West. The first Bahaist apostle 
to America was [brahim George Kharulliah, who 
began his teaching at the Chicago World's Fair in 
1892. 

It is a curious and colorful thing, the spread ia 
this Western land of a liberalist movement from 
Islam. Bahaism is essentially Mohammedan in 
its tone. Arabic stands as the sacred theological 
language among the Bahais. These, in general, 
know a few Arabic terms and display them The 
cryptical speculations for the ambitious Bahais to 
unriddle are descended from the subtle doctrine
